Johnson was almost 
certain to be asked about the 
matter at his news conference 
today. 
Without question, the security 


measures imposed during John­ 
son’s 16-hour Florida visit sug­ 
gested there was official con­ 
cern about the safety of the 
President while in the air. 
The Herald, in a story by Gene 
Miller, said the Secret Service 
had received a tip, apparently 
about a week ago, that a sui­ 
cide oilot might try to ram John­ 
son’s plane or that a Cuba - 
based missile might be aimed 
at the big jet. 
According to the newspaper, 
the Secret Service considered 
these possibilities highly unlike­ 
ly.

Pierre Salinger, White House 
press secretary, had this to say 
about the report: “ I do not in­ 
tend to comment on any sto­

reasons. It would not be in the 
national interest to discuss them 
any further at this time.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Johnson revealed today the 
ex istence of a new U.S. super 
jet fighter plane “ that far ex ­ 
ceeds the performance of any 
other aircraft in use in the 
world today.” 
The President, In his first 
televised news conference, said 
the new long range intercepter 
was being revealed at this time 
so that its flight testing and 
final 
phases 
of development 
could proceed in orderly fash­ 
ion. 


He said the program was set 
up in secret in 1959, with Lock­ 
heed Aircraft in charge of the 
program. The engine was built 
by Pratt and Whitney, He said, 
while Hughes Aircraft devel­ 
oped the fire control and mis­ 
sile system. 
Johnson gave no details 
o f 
the aircraft’s performance, ex ­ 
cept to say that it flies at speeds 
in ex cess of 2,000 miles an hour 
and performs at altitudes o f up 
to 70,000 feet. 
One key to the development 
of this plane, which flies at 
times at three times the speed 
of sound, is a new process of 
fabrication with » titanium metal 
which successfully resists the 
ex tremely 
high 
temperatures 
resulting from supersonic flight, 
Johnson said. 
The problems solved in de­ 
veloping this jet fighter, John­ 
son said, will assist in develop­ 
ment of the supersonic air liner. 
Johnson opened the news con­ 
ference with the announcement 
of a list of high-level govern­ 
ment appointments.

THIS DIPLOMATIC cash-ru n­ 
ning has beco me o ne o f the Ju s­ 
tice D e p a r t m e n t ’ s “big ­ 
g est pro blems.” 
So a hig h department o fficial 
asserted in describing the chan­ 
nels u sed by the interlo cking 
crime sy ndicates to g et their 
g arg antu an amo u nts o f cash 
to a safe place, and then to 
ro u te it back into the U.S. The 
pro blem 
is two fo ld first, to 
nab a diplo mat in the act with­ 
o u t v io lating his immu nity and 
seco nd, to av o id co nflict with 
the State Deparment who se life 
is co mplicaed by su ch rev ela­ 
tio ns. 
Ho wev er, the Ju stice Depart­ 
ment’s Org anized Crime and 
Racketeering sectio n kn o w s 
who mo st o f these co u riers are 
and who m they serv e. 
One o f tho se who has an in­ 
timate 
kno wledg e 
o f t h i s 
strang e co u rier serv ice is Bill 
Hu ndley , chief o f the anti-rack­ 
et sectio n. Du ring a recent dis­ 
cu ssio n co ncerning Sam Gian­ 
cana, who is literally the crime 
o v erlo rd o f the Midwest, Hu nd­ 
ley said that the Chicag o ho o d­ 
lu m has dev ised a fo o lpro o f sy s­ 
tem o f dispo sing o f all o f his 
cash. 
GIANCANA IS u nder su rv eil­ 
lance nig ht and day . Yet he 
manag es to make his co llec­ 
tio ns and g et them depo sited so 
secretly and so skillfu lly that 
his 
lawy er 
recently 
arg u ed 
in co u rt that his client was 
practically a pau per and sho u ld 
no t be requ ired to pay certain 
o f his delinqu ent perso nal pro p­ 
erty tax es. 
“Yo u 
can 
fo llo w Giancana 
aro u nd to do o msday and all he 
is do ing is g etting his cu t o f the 
mo ney so meho w.” Hu ndley to ld 
a newsman the o ther dav . “He 
has wo rked o u t a su re way o f 
g etting and dispo sing o f his 
mo ney . . . 
“ All a man like this has to 
do is to co nceal cash and there 
are tho u sands o f way s to do it. 
One po ssibility is to hav e so me­ 
o ne with diplo matic statu s take 
it o u t o f the co u ntry and there 
is no thing we can do abo u t it. 
They hav e nu mbered bank ac­ 
co u nts in Panama no w, so they 
do n’t hav e to g o to Switzerland.’’ 
ONCE THE MONEY is in 
ano ny mo u s acco u nts, it is ready 
fo r the retu rn trip. A camo u ­ 
fla g ed bu siness is set u p by 


mo bsters 
abro ad. 
Mo ney 
is 
mo v ed fro m the nu mbered ac­ 
co u nt to the false fro nt firm. 
Then it is shifted to inv estments 
in 
the 
United 
States, 
eiher 
direcly o r in sev eral stag es. 
Thu s, the Giancanas o f the na­ 
tio n can leg itimize their g ang ­ 
ster co in. 
Ju st lo o k at Giancana, who m 
the g o v ernment has been try ing 
to nail fo r many y ears. He has 
carried bankro lls o f as mu ch as 
$5,000 to $7 ,000 in his po ckets. 
He also is kno wn to hav e paid 
$100,000 cash depo sit o n a mo ­ 
tel. Yet no o ne kno ws where 
he g o t it. 
Giancana trav els widely and 
ex pensiv ely . I hav e been in Lo n­ 
do n when Sco tland Yard had 
him u nder su rv eillance. And I 
can cite the reco rd o f a Lo s 
Ang eles po lice intellig ence u nit 
picking him u p many y ears ag o 
in their city . 
So meho w, thro u g h a maze o f 
acco u nts, he has been able to 
leg itimize his inco me. Du ring 
o ne perio d in the ’50s he earned 
and repo rted mo re than half a 
millio n do llars fro m ju ke bo x es 
and reco rding s alo ne.

Giancana, fo r ex ample, is a 
friend o f Chicag o Teamster o ffi­ 
cial Jo ey Glimco . Glimco ’s influ ­ 
ence in the ju ke bo x field, ac­ 
co rding to the McClellan co m­ 
mittee reco rds, was stro ng in 
and aro u nd Chicag o . 
Giancana also mu scled into 
ho tel and restau rant “labo r re­ 
latio ns.” The reco rd sho ws him 
tied in with fo rmer u nio n o ffi­ 
cials in that area. 
There is a strang er-than-fic- 
tio n aspect o f this phase o f Gi­ 
ancana’s bu siness activ ities. One 
o f his asso ciates in his “labo r 
relatio ns” endeav o rs was Pau l 
“ Needleno se” 
Labrio la, 
w h o 
knew Jack Ru by and hu ng o u t 
in the strip tease o perato r’s 
Dallas clu b. 
There are sco res o f Gian­ 
canas no w being trailed by the 
federal o fficials, no t o nly acro ss 
state lines bu t acro ss interna­ 
tio nal bo rders. 
Ho w su ccessfu l the g o v ern­ 
ment can be in rescu ing sec­ 
tio ns o f American bu siness, fi­ 
nance 
and 
labo r 
fro m 
the 
crime co mbines we may kno w 
sho rtly . Grand ju ries no w sit­ 
ting and sifting thro u g h 
the 
intricate details may y et find 
eno u g h to call fo r dramatic 
co u rt actio n in the nex t few 
mo nths.

The United States has no v ice 
president to day , and no pro v i­ 
sio n has as y et been made to 
fill the v acancy in that o ffice. 
The American 
Bar 
Asso cia­ 
tio n, at its re­ 
cent 
co nv en­ 
tio n, passed a 
r e s o lu tio n 
which 
stated 
that a co nsti- 
t u t io n a l 
amendment is 
necessary no t 
_ ___________ o nly 
to deal 
witn su ch a co nting ency bu t to 
take care o f presidential su c­ 
cessio n in the ev ent o f the phy ­ 
sical inability o r incapacity o f 
an incu mbent. Co ng ress is ho ld­ 
ing hearing s, bu t there is no 
co nsensu s y et o n what law o r 
co nstitu tio nal a m e n dm e n t 
sho u ld be passed. 
The bar asso ciatio n’s pro po sal 
wo u ld pu t the selectio n o f a 
v ice president in the hands o f 
the president himself. It’s tru e 
that he wo u ld be su bmitting the 
no minatio n to Co ng ress fo r its 
co nsent, bu t the Senate and 
Ho u se wo u ld hav e no v o ice in 
selecting the man to be v o ted 
o n and wo u ld merely hav e to 
acqu iesce 
in 
o r 
reject the 
no minatio n. 
It’s being arg u ed that a presi­ 
dent who has ju st taken o ffice 
o n the death o f his predecesso r 
can speak fo r the co u ntry . Bu t 
it's no t characteristic o f repre­ 
sentativ e g o v ernment to allo w 
any o ne man to pick a leading 
ex ecu tiv e. 
If it isn’t co nsidered feasible 
to hav e a special electio n by the 
peo ple to cho o se a v ice presi­ 
dent. the nex t best way is to 
allo w the peo ple’s representa­ 
tiv es in Co ng ress to do the 
electing . 


THE REAL DIFFICULTY is 
that Co ng ress may be o f o ne 
po litical party in the middle o f 
a presidential term while the 
chief ex ecu tiv e may hav e been 
elected earlier as the no minee 
o f ano ther po litical party . 
Ev ery president is cho sen fo r 
a fo u r - y ear term, bu t this 
do esn’t mean that the peo ple 
co ntinu o u sly appro v e his per­ 
fo rmance thro u g ho u t the fo u r 
y ears. 
In fact, the electio n in the 
middle o f his term o f a majo r­ 
ity in Co ng ress o f the o ppo site 
party is o ften a clear indica­ 
tio n o f the pu blic’s disappro v al 
o f an administratio n’s po licies 
and o f a desire o f the peo ple 
fo r a chang e. 
A co nstitu tio nal amendment 
co u ld pro v ide that each party 
in Co ng ress shall make a sin­ 
g le no minatio n and that the 
president himself shall make an 
additio nal 
no minatio n 
o f his 
o wn, and that the two ho u ses in 
jo int sessio n shall elect as v ice 
president the o ne co nsidered by 
a majo rity o f bo th ho u ses to be 
the best qu alified o f the three 
no minees. 


TOE 
TROUBLE 
with 
the 
present su ccessio n law is that 
neither the speaker o f the Ho u se 
no r the president pro tern o f 
the Senate no r the members o f 
the Cabinet — all o f who m 
co u ld su cceed to the presidency 
—hav e been cho sen with that 
in mind. 
Certainly a man co u ld make 
an 
ex cellent speaker o f the 
Ho u se o r a president pro tern 
o f the Senate and y et no t be 
qu alified 
fo r 
the 
presidency . 
The same is tru e o f indiv idu al 


Cabinet members. 
A co nstitu tio nal amendment 
co u ld also g iv e Co ng ress a free 
hand to pick the man best fit­ 
ted fo r to e o ffice, whether o r 
no t he was a member o f Co n­ 
g ress itself. 
No ne o f the amendments to 
to e Co nstitu tio n which hav e thu s 
far been pro po sed co v ers all 
the co nting encies that may arise 
when there is a v acancy in the 
o ffice o f either the president o r 
to e v ice president. 
It co u ld happen that bo th a 
president and a v ice president 
wo u ld die early in a president­ 
ial term. Certainly the Ameri­ 
can peo ple u nder su ch circu m­ 
stances o u g ht to hav e a chance 
to v o te directly o n the cho ice o f 
a 
president. 
A 
co nstitu tio nal 
amendment 
co u ld 
requ ire 
a 
mid-term electio n fo r president 
and v ice - president co incident 
wit!, the reg u lar co ng ressio nal 
electio ns held ev ery two y ears. 


THIS MIGHT no t seem fair 
in a situ atio n where a new 
president had su cceeded to the 
o ffice a y ear and a half after 
his redecesso r was inau g u rat­ 
ed. It wo u ld no t leav e mu ch 
time fo r the new chief ex ecu ­ 
tiv e to make a reco rd o n which 
the peo ple co u ld pass ju dg ment. 
As a matter o f fact, Presi­ 
dent Ly ndo n Jo hnso n wo n’t hav e 
an o ppo rtu nity to do mo re than 
carry o u t so me o f the po licies 
o f his predecesso r, witho u t real­ 
ly g iv ing ev idence that wo u ld 
be co nv incing to all v o ters o n 
what his o wn po licies will be. 
Many 
o bserv ers 
are already 
say ing that the “real Jo hnso n” 
will emerg e after the electio n 
and 
no t 
between 
no w 
and 
No v ember. 
Perhaps the weakest featu re 
in the who le sy stem o f su cces­ 
sio n no w is the present law o f 
Co ng ress which prescribes that 
member o f the Cabinet in a 
certain o rder may su cceed to 
the presidency . 
It wo u ld be a simple matter 
to amend the law so that a 
v ice president wo u ld be cho sen 
fro m the same g ro u p o f Cabi­ 
net members, bu t this is per­ 
haps the mo st u nsatisfacto ry 
metho d o f all. 
Mo st o f the members o f the 
Cabinet are picked no t becau se 
o f their ability to lead the na­ 
tio n bu t becau se they are su p­ 
po sed to be particu larly qu ali­ 
fied in the departments they are 
to head. 


MANY A MAN has been sec­ 
retary o f state who kno ws fo r­ 
eig n po licy intimately and is a 
g o o d 
administrato r, bu t who 
wo u ld be u nfamiliar with the 
leg islativ e and 
administrativ e 
pro blems 
inv o lv ing do mestic 
issu es. 
As a matter o f fact, the ev i­ 
dence po ints stro ng ly to a g reat 
weakness in the who le Ameri­ 
can sy stem. 
Members o f the Cabinet are 
department heads, bu t they are 
no t necessarily g o o d adv iso rs. 
Recent presidents hav e tu rned 
to u no fficial adv isers who real­ 
ly hav e to e mo st influ ence in 
shaping to e co u rse taken by 
the White Ho u se. 
If 
a 
presidential 
Cabinet, 
mo reo v er, where respo nsible di­ 
rectly to to e peo ple as u nder a 
parliamentary sy stem, it wo u ld 
mean the selectio n o f mo re per­ 
so ns who are familiar with all 
phases o f natio nal and interna­ 
tio nal affairs, and then it wo u ld 
be lo g ical to pu t members o f 
to e 
Cabinet 
in 
the 
line 
o f 
su ccessio n.

A relationsh ip h as been found 
between th e age at wh ich a girl 
matures p h y sically and h er p er­ 
sonality in later life, according 
to William G. Sh ip man, Ph .D., 
Ch icago. 
In a study of 82 h ealth y wom­ 
en between th e ages of 20 and 
50, Dr. 
Sh ip man 
found 
th at 
women wh o dev elop ed at th e 
early age of 10 and 11 tended 
as adults to be more conser­ 
v ativ e and uncritical in th eir 
th inking, more lax and inex act, 
more trusting of oth ers, and 
more group dep endent. 


ered th at women dev elop ing la­ 
ter th an normal at age 14 or 
older were more dominant and 
aggressiv e, more critical th ink­ 
ing and ready to ex p eriment, 
more susp ecting and more self­ 
controlled.

THE FINDINGS were drawn 
from p ersonality tests and in­ 
terv iews with th e women, all 
but two of wh om were married, 
and rep orted in th e February 
Arch iv es of General Psy ch iatry , 
Medical Association.

Folding doors p laced floor to 
ceiling from th e base of th e 
stairs can close th is area off, 
p rov iding an entranceway of a 
few feet or more. Th e doors 
can be carv ed, louv ered, old or

Floors are p ainted, stenciled, 
cov ered in a v areity of natural 
or simulated materials to p ro­ 
duce h andsome and unusual ef- 
fe 
kitch en cabinets can 
be 
, up with th e addition 
of interesting h ardware. Large 
black h ardware may be used 
on v iv id cabinets, red, green, 
blue, for a wonderful p ick-up . 
Oreintal-sty le brasses p ain "d 
wh ite giv e a cool look to p astel- 
p ainted cabinets. Carv ed mold­ 
ings may be added to cabinets 
to giv e th e effect of bamboo 
trim. 
Very tall screens th at may be 
stretch ed across a wall can in­ 
ject just th e v iv id color a room 
needs—with out comp letely re­ 
doing th e walls. A red p lush 
fabric stretch ed ov er a screen 
may be treated to enormous 
brass neailh eads to add a lux ­ 
urious touch to a room. Screens 
of th is sort may be used 


for traditional furnish ings, of­ 
fering unusual tech niques for 
decorating such as serv ing as 
p anels for flocked wallp ap er or 
th e contrast in p aint sch emes. 
How moldings are ap p lied de­ 
p ends on th e effect one wants 
to ach iev e.

room, p anels from floor to ceil­ 
ing may giv e th e illusion of 
h eigh t.

Tall, slim, green metal lock­ 
ers may be p ainted to h armon­ 
ize with th e color sch eme in a 
ch ild's room to solv e th e p rob­ 
lem of wh at to do with sp orting 
equip ment—fish ing r o ds , skis, 
bows, arrows, guns. 
Dining p its, th at h av e p eop le 
eating in recessed p laces, are 
new. Th ese are sup p osed to be 
cozier th an being on th e lev el. 
Th e p ractical p its are th ose 
th at giv e y ou leg room. Cush ­ 
ions are used for seats and back 
rests, and ev ery one eats at in­ 
div idual tables. 


THERE IS AN all-ov er fabric 
look to rooms with th e same 
fabric cov ering walls and fur­ 
nish ings. And fabrics like leop ­

in

rooms. Fake and real fur rugs 
are used in both traditional and 
contemp orary h omes.

PHYSICAL MATURITY is in 
fluenced by h eredity , climate, 
and race, Dr. Sh ip man said, but 
ty p ically occurs at age 13, or 
wh en th e skeletal age is 13H. 
Wh ile th e early dev elop ing 
boy easily becomes a self-as 
sured leader with h is p eers, th e 
earl, dev elop ing girl is at a de­ 
cided disadv antage, according 
to Dr. Sh ip man. 
“Sh e becomes p h y sically con­ 
sp icuous among h er classmates 
at a time wh en teenagers are 
most sensitiv e and easily dis­ 
turbed at being different from 
th eir associates.” h e said. “Too 
much may be ex p ected of h er, 
intellectually 
and 
emotionally 
because of h er more mature 
ap p earance.” 
He sp eculated wh eth er h er re­ 
tiring manner in adolescence at­ 
tracted men wh o needed to be 
clearly dominant and th at m ar­ 
riage later made th see roles 
p ermanent. 
As for th e late maturing girl, 
Dr. Sh ip man said sh e is under 
somewh at less stress but still 
h as increased p ersonal p rob­ 
lems. 


“ AS TIME GOES ON sh e may 
become more aware of and em­ 
barrassed about h er difference 
from oth er girls,” h e ex p lained. 
“Sh e may react by eith er try ­ 
ing to keep up with th e more 
mature girls socially or sh e 
may with draw into solitary ac 
tiv ities. 
It would seem natural for h er 
to mov e away from social frus­ 
trations to intellectual, sch ool 
matters, h e added. 
“Ap p arently e a r l y or late 
adolescence h as an effect on in­ 
creasing or reducing furth er in­ 
tellectual growth ,” according to 
Dr. Sh ip man. “It also seems 
v ery much to influence th e de­ 
gree of social concern dev elop * 
ed in th e indiv idual.” 
Dr. Sh ip man is affiliated with 
Mich ael Reese Hosp ital, Inst* 
tute for Psy ch osomatic and Psy ­ 
ch iatric Research and Training.

BONN, Germany (AP)—While 
other Common Market coun­ 
tries 
suffer 
from 
inflation, 
Chancellor Ludwig Erhard is 
hav ing unique success in keep­ 
ing prices down in West Ger­ 
many with his policy of moder­ 
ation. 
Erhard dev eloped this policy 
while he was minister of eco­ 
nomics. the post he held before 
succeeding 
Konrad 
Adenauer 
last October. More than two 
y ears ago, Erhard warned fre­ 
quently that all groups would 
hav e to limit their demands— 
show moderation — if postwar 
prosperity was to continue. 
He laid down the general rule 
that the national growth rate 
should set the top limit for in­ 
creases in wages and gov ern­ 
ment 
spending. 
Businessmen 
were to make price increases 
only if these did not hav e in­ 
flationary effects. 
Thanks to the great prestige 
Erhard built up in engineering 
the economic miracle of West 
German recov ery , he has been 
able to make his policy pre­ 
v ail. 
The giant a utomobile indus­ 
try tried to defy him in the 
spring of 1962 with price in­ 
creases 
he considered 
ex ces­ 
siv e. Erhard pushed a measure 
through the cabinet lowering 
tariffs on cars and trucks im­ 
ported 
from 
other 
Common 
Market countries. 
The business community , see­ 
ing Erhard was ready to turn 
talk into action, has shown no 
willingness to cross him since. 
His dedication to free enterprise 
allay s» fears of ex cessiv e gov ­ 
ernment interv ention.

ov erwhelming 
majority of tax adv isers are 
competent and honest, he said, 
but the Serv ice does occasional­ 
ly find shady characters. Un­ 
fortunately , 
when 
they 
are 
found, damage to the tax pay er 
has already been done. 
Danger Signals 
Burton pointed out these spe­ 
cific danger signals. Beware of 
the “ ex pert” who will not be 
around to answer questions aft­ 
er the return has been filed. 
Nev er sign a blank tax form 
and leav e it with a stranger; 
this is almost like signing 
blank check. Do not sign a re­ 
turn prepared in pencil, since 
it can easily be changed later. 
Ask y our adv iser to sign the 
Form 1040 he has prepared. 
Reputable adv isers will do so 
automatically . The fly -by -night 
ex pert usually will not. Pay any 
balance of tax y ou owe by check 
or money order pay able only to 
“ Internal Rev enue Serv ice.” 
Av oid the adv iser who “ guar­ 
antees” refunds, wants a per­ 
centage of any refund, or who 
supposedly knows all the “ ang­ 
les.” Be on guard if he suggests 
that y our refund check be sent 
to his address. For future ref­ 
erence, keep a record of the 
name and address of persons 
helping y ou prepare y our re­ 
turn. 
Burton emphasized that the 
tax pay er is fully responsible for 
the contents of his return, re­ 
gardless of who prepares it. The 
tax pay er may delegate the work 
of preparing a return, but he 
cannot delegate his tax liabili­ 
ties or legal responsibilities.
